HE Gates that were fhut up during 
the March of the Germans have been 
open’d, and only Corps de Garde are 
plac’d there with Barriers. Moft 
of the Soldiers who were rais'd 
at the fame time, are disbanded, they being of no 
Ule, becaufe moft of them were Artificers, who 
had lifted themfelves only for the Pay. Some Sol- 
diers have been fent towards Norcia, to keep in 
awe the Banditi, who have taken great Liberty 
fince the Revolution of Naples. Our Advices from 
that Kingdom fhew, that the Imperial Officers find 
i not foeafy as they hop’d, to make themfelves 
Mafters of Gaeta ; which had oblig’d Count Taun 
to go thither in Perfon, hoping to animate the 
Troops by his Prefence: But the Duke of Efcalona, 
with feveral Neapolitan Lords, who follow’d him 
thither, con:inue in their Refolution to defend them- 
felves well, the rather becaufe “tis now doubred, 
wherber the Fleet of the Allies, after having been 
fo long at Sea, wiil be able to fend a fufficient Squa- 
dron thither, to attack that Place by Sea ; efpecial- 
ly fince tis advis’d that the Ships Companies are 
much weaken'd by Diftempers. “The Relief which 
the Duke of Turfis found Means to throw ‘into the 
Place by the Help of 4 Galleys and a Tartane. has 
mach encourag’d the Garrifon; which confifts of 
Spaniards, mof of them Veterans. The 
Diforders and Complaints of the People eacreafe 
daily throughout the Kingdom. They wait with 
Impatience for the Archduke’s Anfwer in Relation 
to the Office of Captain General, which Count 
Taun pretends to, tho’ it has always been united 
tothar of Viceroy. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated O&ob. 7. 
Naples, Sept. 13. All the Employments and Dig- 
nities eftablifh’d by the preceeding Government, 
were fupprefs'd the 6th Inftanr, purfuant to an Or- 
der fent from Spain by King Charles III. We ex- 
pe here in a thort Time the Emprefs Dowager and 
aSpanith Nobleman, to take the Adminiftration of 
the Government, in the Room of Count Martinitz 
our Viceroy, who is to return to the Court of Vien- 
nt. Corn and Oyl begin to grow dear; which 
makes the Populace of this City murmur very much ; 
but Orders are given for remedying it, and for 
bringing from Apulia by Sea a great Quantity of 
thefe Provifions, under the Convoy of 2 &nglith 
Men of War, who are atthe fame Time to cruife 
In queft of feveral Corfairs of Barbary, and of a 
French Privateer, which infeft our Coafts and the 
Canal of Meflina. ’Tis faid the Governours of Or- 
bilo and Pont Ercole have written to Count Mar- 
tinttz, that. they are ready to furrender thofe two 
laces; and that his Excellency has fent them his 


Anfwer by a Felucca. 100 Men of the new rais’d 
Spanifh Regiment are fent to Capua, and 500 0- 
thers to the Camp before Gaeta. General Count 
Taun is on his Departure to return to that Camp, 
tho’ he is not well recoves'd yex of his laft Indifpofi- 
tion.

_ Rome, Sept. 17. On Monday laft the Queen 
Dowager of Poland caus’d her Palace to be illumi- 
nated, that being the Anniverfary of the Turks 
breaking up the Siege of Vienna.
